IF YOU GIVE OR INTEND TO 
GIVE EMPLOYEES A SHARE 
_ OF THE PROFITS, READ THIS. 


My observation is that more and 
more employers, not only manufacturers, 


but wholesalers and retailers, are adopt- 


ing the plan of speeding up their em- 
- ployees by offering them a share in the 
profits. I have come into personal con- 
tact with a number of these plans and 
believe they work out very well. 
employers using them, however, err in 
not making the payment of the em- 
ployee’s share of the profits dependent 


on his remaining in the employ up to 


the very day of distribution. 
_A case was recently decided in Penn- 


sylvania which compelled a manufac- ; 
turer to give a share in eleven months’ 


profits to a discharged employee.

The 
position the defendant company takes 
is that this additional compensation was 
a mere gratuity and that no legal obli- 
gation can arise from ‘a source so cas-. 
We may assume 
that the payment of the additional. 
wages was dependent upon the success © 
of the business and that there was no 
absolute promise to pay a definite sum _ 
contained in the letter above referred to. | 
What amount was to be distributed was 
to be determined by the board of di- 
rectors. It was certain that the work- 
men were to have a share in the profits, 
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any were made. The promise was 
that at the end of 'the year there would 
be some distribution of profits, if any 


were made, and after the company fixed 


the amount which was to be distributed, 


all the laborers employed. by the com- 
pany who had taken employment under 
the promise to share if they: continued 
to work during the year, were entitled 


to receive their extra compensation fixed 
at 20 per cent. of their wages during 


‘the year. All the elements of a valid 


contract were present. The company in 
effect informed this plaintiff that they 
would not promise him definitely how 
much extra compensation he would get, 


but that when they fixed the rate of ex-_ 
tra wages, he would get his share. It 


is not claimed that the services rendered 


by the plaintiff during his employment 


were not faithful, nor is any cause al- 
leged why he should not get his bonus, 
other than the fact that the company 
denies the binding force of its promise 
and alleges that the fact that he was 


laid off before the end of the year de- 


prived him of any participation in the 
extra wages paid. 

“As to the latter phase of the Ae 
fense, the learned trial judge ruled that

. « ‘Share of the profits for the entire year. 


We see no error in this.” 


In the Wisconsin case the employer 
agreed to pay his employees a share in 
the profits of the business in case they 


remained with it for two. continuous 
years. One employe stayed along until 
one day before the two years had ex- 
pired, when he was discharged. He de- 
manded his share of the profits, and 
when he was refused,‘ went into court. 
The court ruled that “an employee who 


has been promised a share of the profits 


of the business in case he rendered two 
years continuous service, could not be 
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deprived of his right thereto bya dis- 


charge without cause one day before the 
_ expiration of the required period.” 


There are several other recent decis- 


ions in profit sharing cases, the sub- 
stance of which is that where an em- 


ployer promises an employee a share of 


the profits at the end of the year, he 
cannot get rid of his. obligation by dis- 


charging the employee, in advance of 
the distribution of profits, without cause. 


He can always discharge him with 
‘cause, however, and if there was cause, 


the employe’s right to the bonus is cone, 
because he didn’t earn it, —

would also be gone even in case of dis- 


charge without cause, if the employee _ 


had signed a contract er the. 
following: 


“The said bonus is be, given the 


said employee only. if said employee re- 
mains in the employ of the said em- 


ployer until the end of the current year. 


Removal from the service, whether with 
said employee’s services, shall forfeit all — 
right to said bonus,”

The State of New York: enacted a 


law in 1905 requiring that applicants. i 


for registration as pharmacists in this 
State be graduates of a recognized

Dakota. and Ohio. New Jersey. and 
. Washington have since secured the 
same requirement. through State boards 
of pharmacy rulings, and North Caro- 
lina has a law requiring at least one 


year of professional training as a pre-

in Illinois, Indiana, Michigan, Virginia 
and Louisiana to secure similar legis- 
lation have, from one cause or another,

3. The equipment would be com- 
paratively simple and inexpensive.

work would prove of inestimable value 


to the physician. In every large city 
there are laboratories devoted to the 


examination of urinary — sediments, 


blood, sputa, vomited material, excre-_ 


tions, secretions, etc., submitted by busy 


practitioners; to say nothing of the 


eye. and skin reaction tests, Widal 


| typhoid test, Wassermann. syphilis re- 


action, hay fever or pollen reactions, 
etc. Many of these laboratories give 
useful and dependable results in cer- 
tain microscopical clinical reaction 


tests, but much of the purely micro- 


analytical work is of little value, large- 
ly because. expe rienced analysts are 
wanting. Most of this work is done 
by young men. and women who are 
essentially laboratory assistants and who 
are lacking in training as well as in 
experience. They are as a rule wholly 


incompetent to identify many of the 


important microscopic elements and are 
wholly unqualified to properly inter- 


pret the findings do rec- 


ognize. . 
‘The off-hand of: some 


of these young analysts in stating and 

interpreting certain findings is indeed 
refreshing and in some instances the 
guess-work done. amounts to brilliancy 


but it does not take long for the ex- 


-perienced practitioner to have the con-— 
viction. forced upon him that most of 
the work done in these laboratories is 


unreliable. In order that the. best re- 


sults may be. obtained there must be 


close professional cooperation between 


the physician and the laboratory ana- 


lyst. It will not suffice for the busy 
practitioner to have an errand boy de- 
liver a numbered or lettered sample of 
some mess at the laboratory with the 


curt request that it be examined and 
reported upon. The analyst must be a 
physician, must have had clinical ex-. 


perience, and must be a diagnostitian, 
in addition to his wide and long ex- 
perience in the microscopical examina- 
tion of all manner of physiological and 


pathological tissues, secretions and: ex- 
cretions. The practitioner: must give 
all possible information regarding the 


sample :-subnijtted, that the 


arialyst ;mdy give a rational report, that 


is, a report which willbe of real: value 


to the Practitioner in diagnosing and 
treating the case.: | 

physician and 
clinical labotatery ;much good will re- 
sult for; humanity, and both physician 


and analyst will improve their respec- 
tive professional standing. As indi- 
cated; some fundamental changes: must 


be wrought before this much-to-be-

soluble in. ether, which is used as the 
immiscible solvent. 


A definite portion of this ethereal 


solution is used to estimate the per 


cent of ether-soluble alkaloids present. 


The alkaloids are repeatedly taken up 


with acidulated water, precipitated by 
adding ammonia water and shaken 


with ether until they are obtained in 
a pure state. They are then dried to 
a constant weight and weighed.

This is. one of the standardized ex- 
tracts of the U.S. P. After the drug 
has been exhausted with an appro- 
priate menstrum, the percolate is 


evaporated to the consistence of a 
_ soft extract in the usual manner. Mag- 


nesium oxide is incorporated and it is 
dried by exposure ‘to a current of 
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warm air. te is then powdered and 
enough dried starch is added so that 


each gramme of the finished extract 


represents five grammes of the drug.
